THE  PRESIDENT  S  MESSAGE 

FOR  the  past  two  years  the  Alumnae  have  been  leaving 
their  land  fallow,  perhaps,  as  our  new  President  opti¬ 
mistically  puts  it,  ploughing  in  preparation  for  the  planting 
of  new  seed.  Now  we  are  surely  justified  in  hoping  that  it  is 
time  for  a  fresh  sowing  and  that  in  due  time  we  shall  see 
once  more  a  bountiful  harvest.  Some  of  us  even  have  the 
temerity  to  indulge  the  further  hope  that,  after  a  short  in¬ 
terval,  the  ground  may  once  more  be  able  to  produce  a  har¬ 
vest  of  the  old  familiar  kind.  “  ’Tis  a  consummation  devoutly 
to  be  wished.” 

At  the  recent  meeting  the  Alumnae  had  a  very  difficult 
choice  to  make  between  two  objectives  both  very  worthy  of 
most  enthusiastic  support.  Should  we  assume  responsibility 
for  a  new  annex  for  about  fifty-five  of  the  two  hundred  and 
more  girls  still  forced  to  seek  rooms  outside  Ban  Righ  Hall? — 
a  suggestion  which  could  not  fail  to  enlist  the  sympathy  of 
all,  especially  of  those  who  had  worked  so  long  and  hard,  and 
successfully,  for  the  residence  scheme,  from  its  beginning. 
Or  should  we  venture  upon  the  founding  of  a  scholarship  to 
enable  Queen’s  women  to  continue  their  studies  abroad?  A 
new  idea  which  was  bound  to  fire  the  imagination.  The 
Association  could  not  be  expected  to  provide  both  at  the  same 
time.  Which  was  it  to  be?  It  looks  as  though  the  principle 
of  our  more  or  less  remote  agricultural  ancestors  prevailed  in 
our  decision.  Even  in  the  field  of  finance  there  should  be,  to 
some  extent,  rotation. 

And  so,  to  change  the  metaphor,  the  Alumnae  have  re¬ 
solved  to  don  their  armour  for  a  fresh  campaign.  For  a  year 
we  are  to  do  our  best,  collectively  and  individually,  to  con- 
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tribute  and  help  raise  a  fund  for  the  endowment  of  a  scholar¬ 
ship.  For  several  reasons  it  has  been  impossible  to  set  a 
definite  sum  as  our  objective  or  to  define  the  exact  nature  of 
the  scholarship.  The  two  things  are  interdependent  and  re¬ 
quire  further  information  and  discussion. 

As  I  pass  on  the  presidential  mantle  to  my  successor,  I 
wish  most  heartily  to  congratulate  the  Association  on  its 
latest  choice.  Under  the  aegis  of  one  so  able  and  eager  to 
further  the  best  interests  of  the  Association  and  the  Univer¬ 
sity  we  can  look  forward  to  a  new  year  and  enter  upon  a 
venture  with  strong  hope  and  confidence.

TWO  years  ago,  there  appeared  in  the  News  an  article  on 
Crosby  Hall,  that  very  old  and  interesting  building, 
now  so  intimately  connected  with  the  lives  of  University 
women  in  London,  England.  At  that  time  part  of  this  Hall 
was  in  process  of  being  built;  to-day  it  is  completed,  and  used 
as  a  residence  for  forty-seven  University  women  graduates. 
These  resident  graduates  may  belong  to  any  nationality,  pro¬ 
vided  that  they  are  members  of  an  Association  affiliated  with 
the  International  Federation  of  University  Women  and  en¬ 
gaged  in  research  or  post-graduate  work  in  London. 

We  called  at  Crosby  Hall  one  beautiful  afternoon  to¬ 
wards  the  end  of  July,  and  were  most  kindly  received  by  the 
warden,  Miss  Spurling,  who  asked  us  to  remain  for  afternoon 
tea,  which  is  served  in  the  Great  Hall. 

This  Great  Hall,  which  is  really  a  part  of  the  original 
house  of  Sir  John  Crosby,  is  a  splendid  example  of  fifteenth 
century  domestic  architecture.  It  is  a  fine  large  room  and 
contains  many  great  oaken  tables  and  benches.  Here  the 
meals  are  served.  The  flags  of  all  nations  are  hanging  around 
the  walls.  The  ceiling  is  perhaps  the  most  wonderful  part  of 
the  room.  It  is  one  of  the  most  superb  pieces  of  oak  carving, 
showing  all  the  grace  and  beauty  combined  with  the  charm 
and  solidity  of  the  old  English  oak.  One  window — the  oriel 
window — which  seems  to  connect  the  new  with  the  old  part 
of  the  building,  is  quite  worthy  of  note.  Here  one  sees  an 
unusually  fine  example  of  fan  tracery  in  stone  vaulted  roof 
of  the  window. 

At  one  end  of  the  Hall  there  is  a  raised  platform  with 
tables,  and  chairs,  all  of  heavy  oak  and  beautifully  carved. 
These  are  used  by  the  staff  on  state  occasions.  At  the  other 
end  of  the  room  is  an  open  gallery  approched  by  an  open 
wooden  stairway.  This  is  used  for  concerts,  etc. 

The  rest  of  the  House  contains  the  reception  rooms,  read¬ 
ing  rooms  and  bedrooms.  The  furnishings  of  each  room  have 
been  donated  by  different  groups  of  University  women  in  all 
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parts  of  the  world.  Also  Her  Majesty  Queen  Mary  furnished 
one  of  the  bedrooms  and  named  it  after  her  little  grand¬ 
daughter — the  “Princess  Elizabeth  of  York”  room.  As  a 
personal  gift  Her  Majesty  has  left  a  very  beautiful  little 
clock  and  a  photograph  of  herself  and  the  Princess  Elizabeth 
in  a  fine  silver  frame.  This  room  faces  the  front  and  has  a 
splendid  view  of  the  Thames  River. 

Another  room  was  furnished  by  the  Glasgow  Association. 
The  Canadian  room  was  occupied  then  by  two  Italian  women, 
who  were  enjoying  the  comforts  of  a  large  airy  room.  The 
Australian  Association  had  also  donated  the  furnishings  for 
a  room.  The  Indian  room  was  very  attractive,  containing  a 
very  fine  hand-carved  desk.  Queen’s  University  of  Northern 
Ireland  had  contributed  her  share;  her  gift  was  linen  for 
the  whole  house,  a  very  much  appreciated  and  generous 
donation. 

After  a  thorough  tour  of  the  House,  we  returned  to  the 
Great  Hall  for  a  cup  of  tea.  As  we  wandered  about  the 
place,  we  could  not  help  but  feel  pleased  that,  as  members  of 
the  Federation  of  University  Women,  we  were  part,  though 
indeed  a  very  small  part,  of  something  as  fine  as  Crosby  Hall.

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SCIENTIFIC  RESEARCH 


OF  the  various  branches  of  work  open  to  women  university 
graduates,  none  is  more  fascinating  than  that  of  re¬ 
search.  To  those  trained  in  scientific  lines,  the  charm  of 
theorizing  and  then  proving  or  disproving  the  hypothesis  is 
never  ending.  Each  problem  leads  to  hundreds  of  other  side 
lines,  each  of  which  branches  again  and  again,  and  thus  each 
problem  resembles  a  winding  road  with  something  always 
hidden  just  around  the  turn. 

In  recent  years  the  cause  of  pernicious  anaemia  has  been 
lingering  just  out  of  the  way.  As  the  cause  has  remained 
unknown,  the  disease  has  been  classed  with  the  feared  and 
dreadful  incurables.  Various  theories  of  cause  have  been 
held  and  studied,  included  among  which  has  been  that  of  the 
activity  of  Bacillus  Welchii  in  producing  a  blood  destroying 
poison.  For  some  time  this  theory  has  been  worked  upon  in 
the  bacteriological  laboratory  of  Queen’s  and  some  interesting 
if  not  altogether  conclusive  results  have  been  obtained. 

Since  the  remarkable  work  of  Dr.  Whipple  and  associates 
and  Drs.  Minot  and  Murphy,  in  producing  greatly  increased 
red  blood  counts  and  in  the  apparent  curing  of  pernicious 
anaemia  by  the  administration  of  large  amounts  of  liver  in 
a  diet  rich  in  vitamins,  the  study  of  this  substance,  in  rela¬ 
tion  to  the  anaemia  produced  by  the  Bacillus  Welchii  poison 
or  toxin  has  been  undertaken  at  Queen’s.  During  the  past 
year,  the  results  in  this  connection  have  not  been  quite  as 
encouraging  as  might  be  hoped,  however,  be  the  results  satis¬ 
factory  or  disappointing,  the  interest  and  fascination  of  the 
work  never  lags. 

Until  recently,  comparatively  few  members  of  the  Alum¬ 
nae  of  Queen’s  have  been  able  to  participate  in  this  work,  but 
as  greater  numbers  proceed  to  post-graduate  work  in  science, 
more  opportunities  appear.  At  present  the  Dominion  Gov¬ 
ernment  has  been  and  is  generous  in  its  allotment  of  research 
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scholarships  to  Queen’s,  and  among  the  recipients  women 
are  included.  Queen’s  University  also  has  a  fund  which 
enables  workers  to  continue  during  the  summer  months,  and 
in  some  cases  other  scholarships  and  funds  are  available  for 
advanced  study  at  Queen’s,  while  the  Biological  Stations  at 
St.  Andrew’s,  Halifax,  and  on  the  Pacific  offer  opportunity 
for  marine  work  during  the  summer,  and  constitute  a  Mecca 
for  people  interested  in  such  lines.  Outside  of  Queen’s,  many 
universities  offer  excellent  opportunities  for  those  interested 
in  scientific  research,  and  lately  industrial  concerns  are  begin¬ 
ning  to  realize  the  economic  value  of  such  work,  and  researc 
laboratories  are  becoming  more  common,  and  openings  are 
appearing  for  those  of  us  who  have  been  lured  into  the  paths 
of  research.

A  NEW  PHASE  OF  LIBRARY  WORK 

A  graduate  of  ’27  has  no  doubt  had  little  enough  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  discover  the  principle  upon  which  the  modern  world, 
stated  to  be  full  of  opportunity,  is  operated.  It  is  therefore 
with  temerity  that  I  would  approach  a  subject  possibly  under¬ 
stood  as  “my  career  and  what  it  implies,”  or,  possibly,  “Op¬ 
portunities  in  children’s  library  work  for  graduates  of  all 
ages.”  Cutting  sarcasm  and  inordinate  pride  being  thus 
exterminated  in  a  single  sentence,  it  is  cheerful  to  christen 
this  reverie  “Life  in  a  library:  sketch  by  a  librarian” — and 
pass  on.

A  little  boy  marches  to  the  librarian’s  desk,  whereon  he 
flings  a  “nickel”  and  hoarsely  demands  to  be  “joined  to  the 
library.”  It  hardly  seems  necessary,  as  even  the  casual  by¬ 
stander  is  aware  that,  by  virtue  of  his  cleaned  hands,  his 
munificent  fee,  and  the  common  right  of  the  usurper,  he  is 
already  launched  upon  new,  but  no  longer  strange,  seas.  “So 
be  it — and  fall  on!”  Indeed,  “the  map  of  a  pirate’s  island 
drawn  upon  white  vellum  in  the  best  India  ink”  could  show  no 
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plainer  than  the  rare  possibilities  now  being  summoned  to 
light  by  the  new  ‘libr’y  member’s”  imperious  fancy. 

Trustfully  committing  himself  to  the  pacifying  form  of 
signing  the  card,  his  truculent  gaze  meanwhile  sweeps  the 
room,  and  his  mind  longs  giddily  for  the  new  worlds  and 
strange  adventures  which  must  roll  upon  it. 

After  some  little  experiment,  twen  a  desperado  will 
understand  that  the  book  shelves,  however  conveniently 
arranged,  are  not  for  climbing;  the  floor,  however  glassy, 
not  for  skating;  the  tables,  however  elevated,  not  meant  for 
positions  of  vantage  from  which  to  spy  out  the  surrounding 
geography;  and  the  settles  and  fireplace,  never  specifically 
designed  as  places  of  ambush  from  which  a  man  may  hurl 
himself  upon  the  casual  foe.  A  contemptuous  pallor  may 
overspread  the  monster’s  freckled  features  at  each  repulse, 
but  the  librarian  having  transcended  every  situation,  and 
plainly,  possessing  an  immoderate  amount  of  information 
about  the  new  world’s  geography  and  customs,  is  in  time 
warily  approached  and  questioned  with  deep  intent  upon 
matters  of  closer  concern. 

Following  this,  vain  imaginings  earn  their  fixed  habita¬ 
tion  in  fact,  and  fancy  achieves  the  relief  of  inspired  action. 
Now,  to  wander  sweetly  with  Robin  Hood  in  Lincoln  green; 
to  fling  dignity  aside  and  become,  with  Piccolo  Pomi,  an 
unsuspecting  innocent;  to  thunder  with  Thor  and  Odin,  or 
be  wily  with  Loki ;  to  storm  strange  wild  seas  with  Odysseus, 
plunder  English  towns  with  the  Vikings;  with  adventure,  to 
“dog  the  footsteps”  of  the  redoubtable  Bastable  children;  to 
ride  aching  and  triumphant  from  the  tournament  with  young 
Myles  Fal worth,  then  with  Jim  Davis  to  abide  a  prisoner  in 
the  smuggler’s  cave;  to  “mess  about  in  boats”  and  the  spring 
woods  with  Mole,  or  with  Nils  from  the  wild  goose’s  back,  to 
search  the  full  autumn  landscape ;  to  wander  lost  with  Martin 
in  tropical  places  or  even  to  dash  about  with  a  fierce  bad 
rabbit  burgling  the  carrots  of  good  animals;  to  sail  under 
Master  Walter  Raleigh,  idol  of  the  Devon  men,  or  with  Sir 
Tristram  wander  mad  in  the  forest — these  become  matters 
simple  enough,  and  seemly  withal. 
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“‘With  a  heart  of  furious  fancies, 

Whereof  I  am  commander, 

With  a  burning  spear 
And  a  horse  of  air, 

To  the  wilderness  I  wander.” 

The  gentleman  adventurer  possibly  reaches  his  highest 
pitch  of  gentleman  adventuring  if  he  joins  the  library  dra¬ 
matic  club.  The  things  of  his  desire  of  former  months,  and 
of  now,  are  here  beatifically  merged  in  an  orgy  of  indubitable 
“playing.”  His  erstwhile  ambition,  which  swayed  capri¬ 
ciously  between  the  astonishing  character  of  Daredevil  Dick, 
doing  a  hold-up  a  day  in  the  midst  of  a  demoralized  police 
force,  and  that  of  Big  Chief  Red  Skin  (an  easy  movie  model) 
having  dissolved  with  a  part  of  his  lost  childhood,  he  is  now 
cast  in  roles  more  auspicious.  He  can  be  a  king  or  a  hero  of 
great  romance  and  daring,  of  astounding  facility  in  courtship 
as  in  arms.  Also  he  may  retain  his  innate  sense  of  humour, 
as,  moving  a  god  in  the  upper  spaces  of  pure  fancy,  he  re¬ 
mains,  like  your  true  poet,  “the  most  unpoetical”  creature 
extant.

The  actual  work  with  children  is  far  better  seen  than 
described,  and  anyone  who  wishes  to  see  it  should  go  to  Boys’ 
and  Girls’  House,  Toronto.  The  new  Little  Theatre  is,  at  the 
moment,  of  special  interest  there.  The  movement  of  the  little 
theatre  which  has  marked  such  important  changes  in  the 
drama  of  the  day,  has  here  one  of  its-  interesting  develop¬ 
ments.  Original  and  effective  methods  of  staging,  costuming, 
lightning,  scene-painting,  etc.,  are  studied ;  various  types  of 
literary  drama,  from  Shakespeare  to  de  la  Mare,  are  pre¬ 
sented;  and,  the  actors  of  course  being  children  exclusively, 
the  performances  have  a  freshness  and  vigour,  together  with 
an  entire  naturalness  of  effect,  which  many  a  producer  would 
envy.  The  plays,  performed  in  the  long  bright  room  on 
Saturday  mornings,  are  witnessed  by  large  audiences  of 
children,  whose  great  delight  in  the  performance  is  only 
marred  by  their  inability  to  mount  the  stage  and  join  in  the 
action.  This  room  is  also  a  story-hour  room,  where,  around 
the  fireplace  at  the  other  end,  fairy  tales,  hero  tales,  or 
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nonsense  tales,  are  told  to  audiences  who  vary  in  age  from 
four  to  fifteen. 

In  Boys’  and  Girls’  House,  besides  the  two  large  circu¬ 
lating  rooms,  where  the  fireplace  is,  and  the  walls  “full”  of 
books,  there  are — the  fairy  tale  room,  with  low  shelves  for 
low  children  and  a  map  of  fairy  land  and  many  picture  books 
— the  reading  room,  with  beautifully  illustrated  editions  of 
beautifully  written  books — the  High  School  reference  room, 
where  information  of  every  sort  may  be  gathered  and  written 
down — and  club  rooms,  whose  private  beauties  change,  and 
are  best  known  to  the  fortunate  members  of  the  clubs. 

No  glowing  description  could  possibly  enhance  the  beauty 
of  this  interesting  place,  and  I  only  add  that  I  hope  all  the 
readers  of  this  article  may  at  some  time  have  seen  it.

One  of  the  times 
is  on  the  Saturday  in  early  Fall  when  all  the  girls,  especially  Freshies, 
meet  for  the  annual  marshmallow  roast,  and  swing,  two  by  two,  a  long, 
jolly,  talking  line,  down  the  old  grey  road,  past  Rockwood,  to  the  park.

Lion  crawled  around  in  an  immense  coon-skin  coat  with  an 
Alaska  sable  tail.  Thisbe  pinned  sheets  like  flowing  draperies.  But 
Pyramus  and  Moonshine  had  much  more  complicated  costumes  of  doub¬ 
lets  and  hose.  They  had  tarns  with  long  feathers,  too,  which  they  kept 
on  as  they  struggled  with  the  less  easily  adjusted  parts  of  their  attire. 

The  big  door  opened  as  we  were  wrestling  with  our  outfits  and  who 
should  come  in  but  a  Latin  professor  with  Chancellor  Beatty,  to  show 
the  latter  the  portraits.  Florence’s  playing  stopped  dead.  Pyramus 
couldn’t  reach  cover  in  time,  but  squatted,  grabbed  up  a  collection  plate 
and  held  it  before  her  face.  Wall  leaped  behind  a  pillar.  Puck  snickered 
from  behind  a  chair.  Then  silence  fell  thick.  Chancellor  Beatty  was  not 
looking  at  the  makers  of  Queen’s  when  we  peeked  out  at  him. 

Instead  he  had  his  eye  on  Wall’s  loud,  tri-color  vanity  case. 

The  visitors’  footsteps  receded  doorwards  and  once  again  we  deemed 
it  safe  to  peer  out.  Only  to  meet  the  eye  of  Edward  Wentworth  Beatty, 
K.C.,  B.A.  It  was  a  very  amused  eye. 

Then,  later,  we  walked  up  to  receive  our  degrees  from  him: 

“And,  by  royal  charter,  I  confer  upon  you  this  degree.  Pise,  Bache¬ 
lor  of  Arts,”  said  he,  and  flashed  the  peering  players  each,  a  grin  of 
recognition. 

And  that’s  why,  in  the  early  Fall  and  in  the  early  Spring,  my 
thoughts  hover  around  Queen’s.  For  as  an  outsider  you  may  be  taken 
to  the  dances  and  the  plays.  You  may  be  taken  to  the  football  games. 
You  may  follow  the  “team”  to  a  far  city  and  root  for  them  as  lustily  as 
any  student. 

But,  as  an  outsider,  you  can  never  have  the  fierce  thrill  that  zigs 
down  the  spine  of  one  who,  as  a  Queen’s  girl,  is  attending  her  first 
Queen’s  function — the  marshmallow  roast,  with  its  soul-stirring  yells. 
Nor  can  you  enjoy  the  delightful  publicity  of  being  initiated.  Nor  the 
harassed  poignancy  of  your  final  year  Levana  meeting. 

Ah  me,  no.  Truly  to  understand  and  to  enjoy  these  apparently 
simple  things  one  must  be,  of  a  surety — 

Queen’s.

SOME  BOOKS  OF  1928 

“A  book’s  a  magic  sort  of  thing 
That  makes  you  prophet,  priest  or  king.” 

And  aren’t  we  so  apt  in  these  days  of  rush  from  work  to  pleasure 
and  from  pleasure  to  work,  to  forget  the  real  magic  of  a  book  and  an 
easy  chair,  and  go  hurrying  off  to  lesser  pleasures?  To  those  of  us 
who  work  with  books,  the  wish  grows  for  more  leisure  to  dip  into  all 
the  wealth  of  literature.  Added  to  the  riches  of  the  ages,  come  case 
after  case  of  new  books,  each  bringing  that  sort  of  breathless  delight 
of  real  discovery — new  writers,  new  work  from  old  favourites,  en¬ 
trancing  books  of  travel,  biographies  and  histories,  wonderfully  illus¬ 
trated  children’s  books — such  a  wealth  of  new  thought!  And  1928  has 
not  been  niggardly  in  its  literary  contributions,  many  of  which  are 
distinctly  noteworthy. 

The  novels  of  the  year  have  not  been  markedly  outstanding.  There 
are  a  few,  however.  We  think  of  “The  Bridge  of  San  Luis  Rey”  as 
one  that  has  excited  unusual  interest,  and  that,  because  it  was  an 
unusual  plot  developed  with  the  same  beauty  of  style  achieved  by 
Thornton  Wilder  in  his  previous  novel,  “Cabala.”  “The  Bridge  of  San 
Luis  Rey”  has  its  setting  in  Lima,  Peru,  two  centuries  ago.  One  fate¬ 
ful  day  an  osier  bridge  breaks,  and  five  people  fall  to  their  doom. 
Brother  Juniper,  a  monk,  witnesses  the  catastrophe  and  decides  to  make 
a  searching  study  of  the  lives  of  the  victims,  to  determine  if  possible 
how  they  had  lived,  and  whether  some  .divine  intention  had  prepared 
for  them  this  tragic  fate.  There  is  a  subtle  irony  throughout  the  story, 
that  causes  us  to  turn  back  and  consider  again  the  author’s  intent. 


I  wonder  if  you  are  familiar  with  the  Rescue  Series?  This  series 
evolved  from  an  attempt  which  has  been  made  this  year  to  rescue  from 
oblivion  certain  novels,  which  were  eminent  when  first  published  in 
the  mid-nineteenth  century.  The  stories^  of  which  five  have  already 
been  published,  are  proving  very  popular.  They  depict  the  social  life 
of  their  time  with  a  style  which  is  at  once  lucid  and  quietly  tonic  in 
type.  Perhaps  the  most  enjoyable  of  these  are  “The  semi-attached 

couple”  and  “The  semi-detached  house,”  by  Hon.  Emily  Eden,  and 

/ 

‘The  bachelor  of  the  Albany,”  by  M.  Savage. 

A  story  for  one’s  lighter  moments  with  a  delicious  chuckle  now 
and  then,  is  Vachell’s  “Miss  Torrobin’s  experiment”,  also  published 
under  the  title  “Men  are  so  selfish.”  Another  English  romance  is  “A 
fool  in  the  forest,”  by  Anthony  Pryde,  which  depends  for  its  charm 
on  its  casual  inconsequence.  “Bambi”  by  Felix  Salten  is  a  very  de¬ 
lightful  animal  story  upon  which  John  Galsworthy’s  comment  is:  “For 
delicacy  of  perception  and  essential  truth  I  hardly  know  any  story  of 
animals  that  can  stand  beside  this  life  study  of  a  forest  deer.” 

Turning  to  non-fiction  a  keen  interest  in  world  politics  is  to  be 
noted,  and  an  amazing  number  of  books  are  being  written  on  the  pos¬ 
sibilities  of  the  future  of  Western  civilization  and  the  future  of  man¬ 
kind.  One  of  the  best  of  these  studies  on  public  affairs  is  “Fifty  years 
in  a  changing  world.”  The  author,  Sir  Valentine  Chirol,  is  reputed  to 
know  more  than  any  man  living  about  the  political  history  of  the  East 
as  it  affects  Great  Britain.  Of  interesting  biographies  and  histories, 
there  seems  no  end.  “Transplanting,”  by  Madame  Balascheff,  will  have 
a  special  appeal  to  women.  The  writer  spent  a  part  of  her  girlhood  in 
Washington  when  her  father  was  Russian  ambassador  to  the  United 
States.  When  the  revolution  overturned  Russia,  Madame  Balascheff 
made  her  way  to  France  with  her  five  sons  and  began  the  building  of 
a  new  life.  In  its  quiet  way,  the  book  is  a  splendid  lesson  in  character 
building.  Lovers  of  Kipling  should  not  miss  “Stalky’s  reminiscences” 
by  Lord  Dunterville  the  original  Stalky.  One  of  the  most  delightful 
“finds”  of  the  year  was  “The  Eighth  Earl  of  Elgin”  by  John  L.  Morison, 
former  Professor  of  History  at  Queen’s.  This  is  a  splendid  addition 
to  Canadian  history  and  especially  acceptable  to  his  former  students, 
since  it  recalls  the  charm  of  his  inimitable  style. 

Our  Alumnae  will  be  interested  in  another  contribution  from  Dr. 
Marty,  ‘Creative  Young  Canada,”  a  collection  of  verse  and  drawings 
of  Young  Canada  from  seven  to  twenty.  The  selections  were  chosen 
from  thirty  years’  contributions  to  a  department  in  The  Globe,  and  the 
excellence  of  the  work  will  delight  all  those  who  peruse  the  book. 

The  output  of  children’s  books  is  a  constant  joy,  and  surely  the 
children  of  this  generation  have  every  opportunity  to  develop  a  true 
taste  in  literature  and  art.  The  old  favorites  and  children’s  classics 
are  being  published  in  beautifully  illustrated  editions.  If  you  are 
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thinking  of  gift  books  for  Christmas  do  not  fail  to  see  “Michael  of 
Ireland/’  by  A.  Casserley,  and  “The  Water-elf  and  the  Miller’s  Child,” 
by  M.  Baker.  The  former  is  particularly  attractive  and  you  will  love 
the  silhouettes.  “The  Runaway  Papoose”  is  another  charming  Indian 
story  by  Grace  Moon,  who  won  her  way  to  the  hearts  of  her  readers 
with  her  first  book,  “Chi-wee”;  and,  of  course,  children  everywhere 
will  be  delighted  to  know  that  Hugh  Lofting  has  ready  another  Doctor 
Dolittle  book — “Doctor  Dolittle  in  the  moon.” 

The  appended  list  of  fiction  and  classed  literature  according  to 
leading  reviews,  should  prove  a  useful  guide  to  the  best  books  of  the 
year.

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LEVANA  ACTIVITIES,  1927-28 


JUST  as  all  societies  report  a  rather  quiet  and  uneventful 
year,  so,  too,  the  Levana  Society  carried  on  the  same 
programme  with  few  changes. 

Instead  of  initiations  for  freshettes,  there  was  a  fancy 
dress  party  given  for  the  freshies  and  their  seniors.  And 
what  characters  were  present!  Aunt  Eppie,  Dempsey  and 
Tunney,  Fairies  and  Clowns,  and  many  animals.  The  pro¬ 
gramme  arranged  by  the  freshettes  included  many  amusing 
skits  to  please  the  high  and  mighty  sophs.  As  is  the  custom, 
the  lights  were  turned  out  and,  gathered  in  a  huge  circle 
around  Grant  Hall,  the  freshettes  of  ’31  solemnly  swore  al¬ 
legiance  to  the  Levana  bear.  Once  again  during  the  evening 
the  place  was  pitched  into  darkness,  followed  by  the  shouting 
and  yelling  of  about  one  hundred  members  of  other  faculties. 
Though  uninvited,  our  friends  obtained  entrance  by  tying  up 
the  janitor  and  unbolting  all  doors  for  the  rushing  mob.  How¬ 
ever,  the  evening  was  not  spoiled  but  was  voted  a  huge  suc¬ 
cess  by  all,  much  credit  given  to  the  conveners,  Miss  Helen 
Tillotson  and  Miss  Florence  Barrington. 

Later  in  the  fall,  a  joint  sale  with  the  S.C.A.  was  held 
in  Grant  Hall,  where  novelties,  candies,  cushions  and  pennants 
were  sold.  The  fourth  annual  Intercollegiate  Debate  was  held 
in  November  and  won  by  McGill.  While  Queen’s  lost  at  home, 
they  won  in  Toronto.  The  subject  was:  “Resolved  that  the 
present  educational  system  affords  adequate  preparation  for 
modern  life.” 

The  events  of  the  year  were  the  Junior  and  Senior  Dance 
given  in  Ban  Righ  Hall  in  January.  Under  the  able  con- 
venership  of  Miss  Isabel  Elliott,  the  dances  were  a  great  suc¬ 
cess.  The  Common  Room  was  transformed  into  a  scene  of 
oriental  splendour.  The  walls  were  hung  in  panels  of  reds, 
blues  and  greens,  while  the  dining-room  was  effective  with 
its  black  and  white  festoons  and  silouettes. 

In  the  realm  of  sports,  Levana  took  part  in  Intercollegi¬ 
ate  tennis  for  the  first  time.  The  meet  was  held  in  Toronto, 
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and  Queen’s  lost  out  in  the  finals,  tying  with  Varsity  for 
second  place,  while  Western  won  the  honours.

The  ice  hockey  games  were  won  by 
Varsity.  The  year  games  in  all  lines  of  sport  were  keenly 
contested  and  displayed  very  good  sportsmanship.  Miss  Roy, 
the  Physical  Directress,  was  forced  to  give  up  her  position 
in  the  middle  of  the  term  on  account  of  ill-health  and  Miss 
Edna  Chown  very  ably  carried  on  for  the  rest  of  the  term. 

Two  lectures  were  given  on  “Professions  for  Women.” 
Miss  Kathleen  Whitton  spoke  on  Journalism  and  Miss  Hilda 
Laird  on  Library  work,  and  much  interest  was  aroused  by 
both.  The  Sunday  evening  musicales  in  Ban  Righ  Common 
Room  under  the  convenership  of  Miss  Agnes  Macfarland  were 
very  popular.  As  a  means  of  getting  better  acquainted,  Miss 
Laird  entertained  the  girls  in  small  groups  at  afternoon  teas, 
which  were  very  enjoyable. 

The  dinner  and  tea  dance  were  held  at  the  end  of  the 
season.  The  speaker  at  the  dinner  was  Mrs.  Archibald,  better 
known  as  Margaret  Currie  of  the  Montreal  Star ,  whose  sub¬ 
ject  was,  ‘What  Business  Means  to  Women  of  To-day.” 

As  usual,  the  tea  dance  marked  the  appearance  of  the  new 
spring  bonnets  as  well  as  the  latest  fashions. 

In  every  way  Miss  Laird,  as  Honorary  President  of  Le- 
vana  and  Dean  of  Women,  has  taken  keen  interest  in  the  wel¬ 
fare  of  the  students,  and  especially  the  executive  is  deeply 
indebted  to  her  for  counsel  and  advice. 

Under  the  able  leadership  of  Miss  Janet  Allen,  we  are 
assured  that  the  destinies  of  Levana  will  be  guided  safely 
through  the  coming  year.  Her  introduction  to  office  was  the 
memorable  strike,  in  which  Levana  took  the  stand  of  non¬ 
participation,  believing  it  a  foolish  means  of  gaining  a  happy 
end.

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MINUTES  OF  QUEEN’S  UNIVERSITY  ALUMNAE 
ASSOCIATION  ANNUAL  MEETING 

Saturday,  November  10,  1928 

The  Annual  Meeting  of  Queen’s  University  Alumnae  Association 
was  held  in  Convocation  Hall,  Saturday,  November  10th,  1928. 

Morning  Session 

The  Annual  Meeting  opened  at  ten  o’clock,  the  President,  Miss  M- 
Macdonnell,  in  the  chair. 

It  was  moved  by  Mrs.  Hitsman,  seconded  by  Miss  E.  Poole,  that 
the  minutes  be  accepted  as  read.  Carried. 

Secretary’s  Report 

Two  meetings  of  the  Executive,  one  in  April  and  the  other  in  June, 
have  been  called  since  the  Annual  Meeting.  As  Miss  H.  Armstrong 
could  not  act  as  editor  of  the  News,  Miss  Mary  Rowland  was  elected 
editor.  The  difficulties  of  editing  the  News  were  discussed.  It  was 
decided  to  ask  the  various  branches  to  express  their  opinion  upon  some 
arrangement  by  means  of  which  our  publication  might  be  amalgamated 
with  the  Alumni  Review.  The  President  and  the  Secretary  were  ap¬ 
pointed  a  committee  to  report  on  an  interview  with  the  Editor  of  the 
Review  as  to  how  such  an  arrangement  could  be  worked  out,  the  result 
of  this  interview  to  be  reported  at  the  Annual  Meeting. 

As  the  Executive  could  hear  of  no  member  of  the  Q-U.A.A.  who 
was  going  to  attend  the  Federation  of  University  Women  in  Vancouver, 
Mrs.  Uglow  was  asked  to  secure  representatives  from  the  Queen’s 
Alumnae  in  the  West. 

Encouraging  reports  have  been  received  from  the  various  branches 
and  conveners  of  committees.  The  convener  on  the  Representation  of 
Women  was  pleased  to  report  the  election  of  Miss  C.  Whitton  to  the 
Board  of  Trustees. 

The  committee  to  look  into  the  possibility  of  establishing  a  scholar¬ 
ship  for  Queen’s  women  graduates  reported  that  the  question  is  a  big 
one  and  requires  time  and  thought  to  work  out  a  possible  scheme.  Some 
progress  has  been  made. 

The  convener  of  the  Membership  Committee  has  worked  faithfully 
under  the  difficulty  of  a  tremendous  correspondence,  slowly  or  never 
replied  to.  However,  a  little  has  been  accomplished.  The  committee 
needs  the  assistance  of  the  branches  and  individuals  to  make  all  Alumnae 
active  members  of  the  Q.U.A.A. 
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Miss  Margaret  Clifford  came  to  the  rescue  in  July  and  made  the 
Queen’s  meeting  in  Toronto  an  unqualified  success.  Prof.  J.  F.  Mac¬ 
donald,  of  Toronto  University,  spoke  admirably  on  “Modern  Poets  and 
Modern  Poetry.” 

The  Toronto,  Ottawa  and  Kingston  branches  have  paid  in  their 
share  of  one  thousand  dollars,  to  be  applied  to  the  Residence  Fund.  The 
Montreal  branch  wishes  to  keep  its  share  in  its  treasury  until  a  definite 
scheme,  either  for  a  scholarship  or  a  residence,  has  been  decided  upon 
at  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Q-U.A.A. 

The  New  York  branch  sent  an  interesting  report  of  their  activities 
during  the  year.  They  invite  any  alumnae  who  go  to  New  York  to  com¬ 
municate  with  Miss  Nora  Cordingly^  B.A.,  299  Marblehead  Rd.,  Tucka- 
hee,  N.Y. 

Treasurer’s  Report 

The  Treasurer^  Mrs.  MacRostie,  read  her  report.  The  total  receipts 
for  the  year,  including  $600  for  the  Residence  Fund  ($300  from  Ottawa 
and  Toronto  branches  and  $9  from  Mrs.  Gillies) }  amounted  to  $1460.50. 
The  total  disbursements  were  $476.09,  leaving  a  balance  of  $984.41. 

Representation  of  Women 

The  report  of  Miss  Muir,  Convener,  was  read  by  the  Secretary. 
Miss  Muir  expressed  her  very  great  satisfaction  for  the  election  of 
Miss  C.  Whitton  to  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Membership  Committee 

Mrs.  Kelso’s  report  as  convener  of  the  Membership  Committee  was 
read  by  the  Secretary.  This  committee  has  been  working  hard  all  year. 
As  their  plans  have  not  as  yet  been  accomplished,  the  committee  ex¬ 
pressed  their  willingness  to  continue  their  efforts  for  another  year. 

Archives  Secretary 

The  Archives  Secretary  reported  that  she  is  at  present  preparing 
a  history  of  Queen’s  Alumnae  Association  for  the  Secretary  of  the  Fed¬ 
eration  of  Canadian  University  Women. 

Alumnae  News 

Miss  Mary  Rowland,  who  was  appointed  Editor  of  the  News  late  in 
June,  read  her  report.  She  reported  that  the  News  should  be  ready  for 
publication  early  in  December.  The  Editor  expressed  herself  as  being 
in  favour  of  an  amalgamation  of  the  News  and  the  Review.  Her  rea¬ 
sons:  (1)  The  difficulty  of  securing  advertising  material,  (2)  The 
Review  is  able  to  publish  more  up-to-date  information  as  it  is  a  monthly 
publication,  (3)  The  directory  of  the  Review  will  be  more  correct,  (4) 
The  lack  of  interest  on  the  part  of  the  later  graduates  adds  to  the 
difficulty  of  publishing  such  a  book  as  the  Alumnae  News. 
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The  President  and  Secretary  had  been  appointed  by  the  Executive 
to  discuss  with  Mr.  Smith  the  matter  of  co-operation  with  the  Review • 
Mr.  Smith  came  to  the  Annual  Meeting  to  answer  questions,  but  no 
definite  scheme  was  arranged. 

It  was  moved  by  Mrs.  Hyde,  seconded  by  Mrs.  Miller,  that  a  com¬ 
mittee  be  appointed  to  look  carefully  into  the  wThole  matter  and  report 
its  findings  at  the  next  annual  meeting.  This  committee  appointed 
consisted  of  Mrs.  Douglas  Chown  and  Mrs.  Foster. 

League  of  Nations  Committee  of  the  National  Council  of  Women 

Miss  Poole  read  the  report  of  Mrs.  Yeigh,  our  representative  on 
this  committee. 

Ban  Righ  Hall  Committee 

Miss  Chown  read  a  report  with  six  recommendations  re  Ban  Righ 
Hall  Committee,  to  go  to  the  Trustees  with  the  approval  of  the  Q.  U. 
A.  A. 

Recommendations : 

1.  That  the  Q.U.A.A-  be  requested  to  drop  the  House  Committee 
from  its  executive. 

2.  That  this  committee  become  a  sub-committee  of  the  Administra¬ 
tion  Committee  appointed  by  that  committee  but  with  convener  only, 
as  a  member  of  the  Administration  Committee. 

3.  That  this  committee  therefore  report  to  the  Administration  Com¬ 
mittee  dircetly. 

4.  That  the  Administration  Committee  be  asked  to  present  a 
“courtesy”  report  only,  annually  to  the  Q.  U.  A.  A.,  through  its 
Secretary,  and  that  a  summary  of  the  House  Committee  report  be 
included  therein. 

5.  That  the  Trustee  Board  be  asked  to  consider  the  adoption  of  a 
three-year  term  for  members  of  the  Administration  Committee,  with 
appointments  thereto  made  on  the  same  principle  of  rotation  as  applies 
to  the  election  of  trustees. 

6.  That  the  Trustee  Board  be  asked  to  amend  the  conditions  of 
appointment  of  the  Administration  Committee  to  include: 

(a)  The  Principal,  the  President  of  the  Alumnae  Association  and 
the  Dean  of  Women,  ex  officio. 

(b)  Six  members  from  the  Trustee  Board. 

(c)  Six  members  nominated  by  the  Q.U.A.A.,  of  whom  at  least 
three  shall  be  residents  of  Kingston. 

Notices  of  Motion 

Mrs.  Hitsman  moved,  seconded  by  Mrs.  Chown,  that  the  office  of 
convener  of  the  House  Committee  for  Ban  High  Hall  be  dropped.  Car¬ 
ried. 

Miss  Chown  moved,  seconded  by  Miss  O’Donnell,  that  the  office  of 
convener  of  the  Book  of  Views  be  dropped.  Carried. 
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Afternoon  Session 


The  afternoon  session  opened  promptly  at  two  o’clock,  when  the 
President  called  for  reports  from  the  branches. 

Ottawa  Branch 

The  report  of  the  Ottawa  Branch,  read  by  Miss  Clifford,  showed 
that  already  the  Ottawa  Branch  had  raised  and  handed  over  to  the 
Treasurer  its  allotment  for  the  Ban  Righ  Building  Fund.  They  have 
raised  money  by  their  annual  Spring  and  Fall  rummage  sale,  by  a  Tea 
and  Money  Shower  in  November,  a  Bridge  and  Dance  in  April,  and 
another  tea  in  May.  The  membership  of  the  Ottawa  Branch  has  great¬ 
ly  increased  as  the  members  of  the  Executive  assisted  in  collecting  the 
fees. 

Toronto  Branch 

The  Toronto  Branch  report  eight  meetings  during  the  year.  These 
meetings  took  various  forms,  such  as  a  tea  in  May  given  in  honour  of 
Dr.  Marty,  a  dinner  at  the  Granite  Club,  splendid  lectures  on  varied 
subjects,  after  which  coffee,  sandwiches  and  cake  were  served,  and  an 
informal  social  hour  enjoyed.  The  financial  needs  of  the  Society  and 
the  three  hundred  dollars  for  Ban  Righ  Hall  Building  Fund  have  been 
more  than. satisfied  by  taxing  each  member  of  the  Society  five  dollars- 

It  was  moved  that  the  remaining  branch  reports  be  printed  in  the 
Alumnae  News.  These  reports  follow  the  minutes  of  the  Annual  Meet¬ 
ing. 

It  was  moved  by  Miss  Laird,  seconded  by  Miss  Gordon,  that  the 
Secretary  be  instructed  to  send  a  circular  letter  to  each  member  of  the 
graduating  class,  explaining  the  aims  of  the  Q.U.A.A.  and  enclosing  a 
form  of  application  for  membership,  to  be  filled  in  and  returned  to  the 
Secretary.  Carried. 

The  Federation  of  University  Women 

Dr.  I.  Maclnnes’s  excellent  report  of  the  Fourth  Triennial  Confer¬ 
ence  of  the  Federation  of  University  Women,  held  in  Vancouver  in 
August,  was  read  by  Mrs.  Sweezey.  The  Alumnae  expressed  its  ap¬ 
proval  of  the  scheme  outlined  in  the  report  to  finance  a  scholarship 
holder  for  a  second  year  but  recommended  that  this  loan  be  safeguarded 
by  insurance.  The  recommendation,  that  Canada  should  submit  all 
international  differences,  not  already  settled,  to  the  League  of  Nations, 
was  endosed  by  the  Alumnae. 

Employment  of  Women  Students 

Miss  Whitton’s  report  was  read  by  Miss  Stewart.  For  financial 
reasons,  it  was  pointed  out  that  the  vocational  lectures  for  women 
students  had  been  discontinued.  Regarding  summer  employment,  the 
Levana  Society  was  being  asked  to  co-operate  in  this  work.  As  a  result 
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of  Miss  Whitton’s  report,  the  following  motion  was  carried:  That  if 
Levana  will  give  twenty-five  dollars  toward  bringing  lecturers  to  speak 
on  various  vocations,  'the  Alumnae  will  give  twenty-five  dollars,  to  be 
given  to  Miss  Laird  to  be  used  at  her  discretion  for  securing  lectures 
on  vocational  subjects. 

Report  of  the  Scholarship  Committee 

This  report  was  read  by  Miss  Mickle-  The  report  appears  in  sum¬ 
mary  form,  following  these  minutes. 

Report  of  Ban  Righ  Hall  Committee 

Miss  Laird  in  her  report  explained  the  need  of  more  residence 
accommodation,  and  Miss  May  Chown  reported  a  possible  scheme  for 
building  an  annex  to  accommodate  fifty-five  students.  These  reports 
appear  in  condensed  form. 

New  Business 

It  was  moved  by  Miss  Chown,  seconded  by  Mrs.  MacRostie,  that 
the  $909,  already  subscribed  for  the  Residence  Fund,  be  transferred  to 
the  Residence  Sinking  Fund.  Carried. 

It  was  moved  by  Miss  Chown,,  seconded  by  Miss  Poole,  that  in 
view  of  the  real  need  of  housing  accommodation  at  Ban  Righ  Hall,  the 
local  branches  be  approached  to  have  them  express  themselves  on  the 
Residence  Scheme  and  report  at  the  next  annual  meeting  what  each 
branch  is  prepared  to  do.  Carried. 

It  was  moved  by  Mrs.  Miller,  seconded  by  Mrs.  Sweeney^  that  we 
proceed  to  raise  a  fund  for  a  scholarship.  Carried. 

It  was  moved  by  Miss  Gordon,  seconded  by  Miss  Halliday,  that  the 
first  recommendation  of  the  Scholarship  Committee  be  adopted  and  that 
we  ask  that  a  five  hundred  dollar  scholarship  be  used  in  conjunction 
with  the  Alumnae  Scholarship.  Carried.

RECOMMENDATION  OF  BAN  RIGH  HALL  COMMITTEE 
REGARDING  INCREASED  RESIDENCE  ACCOMMODATION 

There  are  this  year  394  women  students  in  attendance  at  the  Uni¬ 
versity.  Of  these  394  students,  74  have  homes  in  Kingston,  100  live 
in  residence^  and  the  remaining  220  in  rooming  houses.  Fortunately  71 
of  the  latter  are  able  to  have  meals  in  Ban  Righ  Hall  and  thus  share 
in  some  of  the  privileges  of  residence  life,  but  this  leaves  149  who  must 
live  entirely  in  rooming  and  boarding  houses. 

During  the  college  year  1924-1925,  before  Ban  Righ  Hall  was 
opened,  there  were  270  women  registered  at  Queen’s,  and  of  these,  164 
lived  in  rooming  houses  as  compared  with  220  this  year.  Since  the 
registration  of  men  students  has  also  greatly  increased  and  Kingston 
has  not  grown,  the  problem  of  finding  suitable  rooming  and  boarding 
houses  is  annually  growing  more  serious. 

It  is  highly  desirable  that  residence  privileges  should  be  open  to  a 
larger  number  of  students,  and  especially  to  all  students  of  the  first 
year-  The  Ban  Righ  Hall  Committee  has  considered  the  possibility  of 
securing  more  large  houses  in  the  neighborhood  to  be  used  as  dormitory 
annexes  like  the  Goodwin  and  Macdonnell  Houses,  but  the  largest  houses 
available  will  not  accommodate  more  than  20  girls  and  in  any  re- 
adapted  house  most  of  the  rooms  would  be  double,  a  serious  disadvan¬ 
tage  when  students  study  in  their  bedrooms. 

Other  Universities  have  found  that  the  most  satisfactory  dormitory 
is  one  which  will  accommodate  50  to  55  students.  A  house  this  size 
would  take  care  of  25%  of  the  students  now  in  rooming  houses,  and 
the  Ban  Righ  Hall  Committee  recommends  the  Alumnae  Association  to 
undertake  to  build  such  a  dormitory  on  the  lot  next  to  the  Goodwin 
House.  If  built  there  it  could  be  constructed  of  brick  at  an  estimated 


cost  of  $55,000.  The  treasurer  of  the  committee  considers  that  if  $35,000 
of  this  amount  could  be  borrowed  it  would  be  possible  to  pay  interest 
and  to  slowly  reduce  the  principal  of  such  a  sum  from  the  revenue  of 
the  house.  The  University  holds  $14,000  in  the  Residence  Reserve  Ac¬ 
count  and  if  this  was  used  for  the  new  building  it  would  leave  only 
$6,000  to  be  raised  for  the  building  by  the  Association,  plus  the  amount 
required  for  furnishing  which  would  be  approximately  $8,000. 

This  suggestion  for  financing  the  house  is  necessarily  tentative  as 
permission  would  have  to  be  secured  from  the  Trustees  to  borrow  $35,000 
and  to  use  the  Residence  Reserve  Account  for  the  new  annex.  The  com¬ 
mittee  consider,  however,  that  if  the  Alumnae  Association  is  prepared 
to  raise  $14,000  there  should  be  no  serious  difficulty  in  securing  the 
balance  required,  as  the  financial  statements  of  Ban  Righ  Hall  for  the 
three  years  it  has  been  running,  give  definite  figures  on  which  the 
revenue  and  cost  of  maintenance  and  up-keep  can  be  based.

REPORT  OF  SCHOLARSHIP  COMMITTEE 

Miss  Gordon  presented  the  report  of  the  committee  appointed  a 
year  ago  to  consider  the  advisability  of  establishing  a  scholarship. 
After  pointing  out  that  Queen’s  women  seldom  proceed  to  graduate 
work  beyond  a  Queen’s  M.A.,  the  report  considered  two  possibilities. 

The  first  was  the  exchange  of  graduate  students  with  British  and 
Continental  universities,  a  system  already  elaborately  organized  in  the 
United  States,  which  makes  it  possible  for  American  students  to  study 
in  universities  on  the  Continent  while  European  students  attend  Ameri¬ 
can  universities.  The  committee  had  received  offers  of  co-operation 
along  these  lines  from  France  and  Germany.  In  the  event  of  an  ex¬ 
change  being  effected  between  Queen’s  and  a  French  or  German  uni¬ 
versity,  each  university  would  pay  for  the  tuition,  board  and  lodging 
of  the  visiting  student.  Such  a  scheme,  while  not  impossible  for  Queen’s 
to  arrange  for  itself,  could  be  more  satisfactorily  carried  out  if  several 
Canadian  universities,  acting  together,  were  to  arrange  an  exchange 
with  several  Continental  universities. 


Dealing  with  the  second  possibility,  the  establishment  of  a  graduate 
scholarship  at  Queen’s  for  women,  the  report  went  on  as  follows: 

At  present  there  are  only  three  scholarships  for  study  overseas 
open  to  Queen’s  women.  In  order  of  value,  they  are  the  Daughters  of 
the  Empire  War  Memorial  Scholarship,  $1,400  for  one  year,  the  Cana¬ 
dian  Federation  of  University  Women  Scholarship,  $1,250  for  one 
year,  and  an  Arts  Research  Scholarship  which  may  be  used  for  study 
elsewhere  than  at  Queen’s. 

Very  few  Queen’s  women  graduates  have  been  among  the  many 
applicants  for  the  first  two  of  these  Scholarships.  That  they  were  not 
successful  is  no  reflection  on  their  ability;  they  had  to  face  strong  com¬ 
petition,  from  both  men  and  women  in  Ontario  for  the  Daughters  of 
the  Empire  Scholarship,  which  gives  preference  to  overseas  men  or 
their  immediate  relatives;  from  women  all  over  Canada  for  the  second; 
in  the  latter  competition,  the  Queen’s  woman  most  nearly  successful 
was  a  scientist. 

Both  these  Scholarships  are  awarded  on  the  principle  of  helping 
those  who  help  themselves.  The  Federation  prefers  candidates  who 
have  already  done  a  considerable  amount  of  graduate  work  and  have 
determined  the  special  line  of  research  which  they  wish  to  follow.  The 
Daughters  of  the  Empire  make  it  almost  a  condition  that  the  success¬ 
ful  candidate  shall  be  prepared  to  finance  a  second  year  in  some  way, 
as  a  British  degree  requires  two  years.  It  has  further  been  found 
that  those  gaining  most  from  this  scholarship  are  those  who  have  al¬ 
ready  taken  their  degree  of  Master  of  Arts  before  going  overseas. 

At  Queen’s  one  of  the  three  scholarships  of  $500  which  are  offered 
for  graduate  study^  may  be  applied  to  study  elsewhere  than  at  Queen’s. 
The  other  Arts  Research  Scholarship  is  for  study  at  Queen’s,  and  may 
be  awarded  in  any  subject;  the  third  scholarship,  the  Sir  James  Aiken, 
goes  to  a  student  in  History.  As  a  rule  all  three  scholarships  are  used 
for  study  at  Queen’s,  chiefly,  it  may  be  inferred,  because  few  students 
can  supplement  the  amount  necessary  to  give  him  or  her  a  year’s  study 
abroad.  Further,  this  Scholarship  is  at  present  awarded  to  a  student 
obtaining  the  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree,  so  that  it  merely  goes  to  in¬ 
crease  the  number  of  Queen’s  graduates  studying  for  their  Master’s 
degree  from  Queen’s.  If  this  scholarship  of  $500  could  be  appropriated 
for  further  graduate  study  for  a  student  with  a  Master’s 
degree  from  Queen’s,  and  supplemented  by  seven  or  eight  hundred  dol¬ 
lars  to  bring  it  to  an  amount  which  would  make  a  year’s  study  abroad 
possible,  a  definite  and  important  step  would  be  taken  towards  stimu¬ 
lating  research  and  learning. 

The  experiment  might  be  tried,  let  us  say,  for  five  years.  If  the 
Alumnae  were  to  raise  $4,000,  this  would  give  $800  a  year  for  five 
years-  The  Alumnae  might  ask  the  University  definitely  to  reserve 
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one  Arts  Research  $500  scholarship  to  be  used  with  this  $800  as  a 
travelling  scholarship  for  a  Queen’s  woman,  or  they  might  offer  this 
sum  of  $800  as  a  supplementary  amount  to  a  Queen’s  woman  winning, 
in  open  field?  one  of  the  Arts  Research  scholarships,  in  order  that  she 
might  use  it  for  study  abroad.  Your  committee  has  not  considered  it 
wise  to  approach  the  University  authorities  on  this  question  until  the 
Alumnae  Association  has  expressed  itself  upon  it.  But  it  would  surely 
be  probable  that  they  would  be  willing  to  co-operate  with  the  Alumnae 
in  this  way.  In  conducting  a  correspondence  with  those  outside  the 
University,  in  regard  to  the  Exchange  scheme,  it  was  necessary  to 
broach  the  subject  to  the  University  authorities,  and  the  attitude,  al¬ 
though  more  or  less  unofficial,  was  one  of  interest  and  helpfulness.  It 
might  be  possible  ultimately  to  combine  this  scholarship  scheme  with 
the  Exchange  plan,  so  that,  if  the  winner  of  the  Scholarship  should 
wish  to  study  at  one  of  those  universities  with  which  exchange  could 
be  arranged,  she  might  do  so,  and  receive  proportionately  less  money 
from  the  Alumnae.  But  in  the  first  instance,  at  least,  it  would  be 
simpler  to  leave  the  winner  of  the  scholarship  free  to  choose  her  place 
of  study  for  herself. 

Your  committee,  then,  would  make  two  recommendations^ 

(1)  that  the  Alumnae  Association  ask  the  University  to  explore  the 
possibilities  of  arranging  an  exchange  of  graduate  students  with  stu¬ 
dents  of  Continental  and  British  Universities,  promising  the  co-opera¬ 
tion  of  the  Association  in  the  case  of  women  students; 

(2)  that  the  Alumnae  Association  undertake  to  raise  a  sum  of 
four  thousand  dollars  to  provide,  for  an  experimental  period  of  five 
years^  a  travelling  scholarship  of  eight  hundred  dollars,  open  to  Queen’s 
women  graduates,  and  that  the  Association  ask  the  University  to  co- 
aperate  with  the  Alumnae  by  using  one  of  the  Arts  Research  Scholar¬ 
ships  for  the  same  purpose.

CONSTITUTION 

OF  THE 

QUEEN’S  UNIVERSITY  ALUMNAE  ASSOCIATION 

I.  NAME. 

The  Association  shall  be  called  “The  Queen’s  University  Alumnae 
Association.” 

The  object  of  the  Association  shall  be: 

1.  To  serve  as  a  bond  of  union  among  the  Alumnae  of  the  Univer¬ 
sity. 

2.  To  initiate  and  promote  any  scheme  for  the  special  benefit  of  the 
women  students. 

3.  To  promote  the  general  interests  of  the  University. 

II.  MEMBERSHIP 

Members  shall  be  known  as  Honorary,  Associate  and  Active. 

1.  Honorary  membership  may  be  conferred  on  such  persons  as  in 
the  opinion  of  the  Association  are  entitled  to  such  distinction.  They 
shall  be  exempt  from  the  payment  of  dues,  but  shall  neither  vote  nor 
hold  office. 

2.  Associate  members  shall  be  wives  of  the  professors  and  trustees 
of  the  University,  and  women  members  of  the  staff,  whose  names  ap¬ 
pear  in  the  Calendar,  and  Alumnae  of  two  years’  standing  joining  after 
May,  1917.  They  shall  have  the  right  to  vote  but  shall  not  be  eligible 
for  office. 

3.  Active  members  shall  be  all  women  graduates  of  the  University 
and  all  Alumnae  of  two  years’  standing,  who  have  joined  previous  to 
May,  1917.  They  shall  have  all  the  privileges  of  the  Association. 

III.  FEES 

1.  Associate  and  Active  members  shall  pay  an  annual  fee  of  one 
dollar. 

2.  No  member  shall  have  the  right  to  vote  or  hold  office  whose  fees 
are  not  paid  up  to  date. 

IV.  OFFICERS  AND  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 

1.  The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  elected  annually  and  shall 
be  as  follows: 

(a)  President;  (b)  1st  Vice-President;  (c)  2nd  Vice-President;  (d) 
3rd  Vice-President;  (e)  Secretary;  (f)  Treasurer;  (g)  Archivist. 

These  officers,  together  with  eight  elected  Councillors,  the  immediate 
Past  President,  the  Conveners  of  standing  committees  and  the  Presi¬ 
dents  of  Branch  Alumnae  Associations,  shall  constitute  the  Executive. 

2.  Five  shall  constitute  a  quorum  of  the  Executive,  and  members 
who  cannot  be  present  shall  have  the  power  to  appoint  a  proxy. 

3.  The  nomination  and  election  of  officers  and  councillors  shall 
take  place  at  the  annual  meeting. 

4.  Nomination  shall  be  by  Committee  of  three  appointed  by  the 
President,  and  by  open  nomination. 

5.  The  voting  shall  be  by  ballot. 

6.  Either  President  or  Secretary  must  be  a  resident  of  Kingston. 

7.  The  election  of  the  President  must  be  held  before  the  nomina¬ 
tion  of  the  other  officers. 

8.  The  Levana  Society  shall  elect  one  of  the  Councillors. 
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V.  STANDING  COMMITTEES 


There  shall  be  the  following  standing  committees: 

1.  Residence. 

2.  Representation  of  Women. 

3.  Book  of  Views  Committee. 

4.  Employment  for  Women  Students  During  Vacation. 

5.  Alumnae  News. 

6.  House  Committee  for  Ban  Righ  Hall. 

7.  Membership. 

Such  committees  and  an  assistant  Secretary  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  Executive  Committee  at  its  first  regular  meeting  after  the  annual 
meeting,  to  serve  for  the  term  of  one  year. 

1.  The  regular  meetings  of  the  Association  shall  be  held  annually 
at  Kingston  on  the  Saturday  before  Thanksgiving. 

2.  Any  member  in  good  standing  shall  have  the  power  to  appoint, 
in  writing,  a  proxy,  if  not  able  to  attend  the  meeting. 

3.  In  case  of  emergency,  or  at  the  request  of  five  members,  the 
President  shall  instruct  the  Secretary  to  call  a  special  meeting. 

4.  A  meeting  shall  also  be  held  in  Toronto  in  the  month  of  July 
for  the  purpose  of  keeping  Alumnae  who  cannot  attend  the  Annual 
Meeting  in  touch  with  the  Association  (the  date  and  form  which  the 
meeting  shall  take  to  be  determined  by  the  Executive  Committee,  or 
by  a  committee  appointed  by  the  Executive).
